SECRETARY SHERMAN. 
A PLAIN STATEMENT TO THE POTTER COM- 
MITTEB. 

ALAN Crrr, N. J., July 25.—Secretary 
Sherman resumed his testimony this morning 
before the Potter Committee. There was, as 
on previous occasions, a large attendance. 
The Secretary was interrogated by Represent- 
ative Hiscock, and said that on Nov. 17 the 
visiting Republicans called on the Returning 
Board, to pay their respects, having understood 
that the visiting Democrats had paid a similar 
visit of courtesy the day before. The Repub- 
jicafls stated that they came to New Orleans at 
the request of President Grant, and not of 
political organizations, to witness the count, 
but not tointerfere with the official duties of 
the Board, and they expressed the hope that 
the proceedings would be conducted openly. 
Tue Board adopted a resolution inviting five 
grentiemen on each side to be present as wit- 
‘messes of the proceedings» The Reorh Mean 
visitors thought thee the Democratic visitors 
Were 
MORE ACTIVE THAN THEY WERE, 
mingling with the Board and examining pa- 
pers. In all other respects the conduct of both 
parties was the same. Shortly after the Board 
commenced their business, on the 20th of No- 
vember, and testimony began to be taken. Un- 
der the rules it became necessary to prepare the 
interrogatories and cross-interrogatories. The 
visiting Republicans endeavored to procure 
copies as fast as they coula on the Republican 
side. As these accumulated rapidly, the work 
of examining the bulldozed parishes was di- 
wided,—Cortland Parker being assigned to East 
Feliciava, Gen. Garfield to West Feliciana, Mr. 
Hale to East Baton Rouge, Gen. White to Oua- 
enita, and Judge Kelley to Morebouse Parish. 
The Republican visitors designated five persons 
to attend the Board in pursuance of the inyita- 
tion: The first day witness attended. 
Q.—Did you, or any of your associates, meet 
privately with any member or members of the 
Board? A.—I reply emphatically, no. I was 
never privately or alone with any member of the 
Board. I treated the members the same as | 
would have treated any other court or tribunal 
before which I appeared. either as witness or ad- 
wvocate. I sat at dinners with them and other 
guests, 

BUT NEVER ALONE. 
I never mentioned the duties of the Returning 
Board, or alluded to the invest igation or protest 
to aby member of the Returuing Board while in 
New Oricans. I was in the Custom-House 
several times, but never transacted any business 
there. 

Q.—When you were in New Orleans, did you 
meet with D. A. Weber? A.—I do not remem- 
ber meeting either him or Anderson, except in 
a casual way. I met with hundreds of persons 
without their making a particular impression 
on my mind. I have a somewhat indefinite rec- 
vilection that Weber and Anderson came to me 
at a restaurant, and engaged in a short, incon- 
sequential talk, and then went away. Mr. 
Stoughton was present with me. I do not 
think that I ever saw them before. 

In response to questions, Mr. Sherman

the lester. He believed that he did say, in con- 
versation with various gentlemen, that all the 
Republicans in Louisiana who stood by their 
guns 
DESERVED CREDIT. ~\ 

If be bad been a citizen of Louisiana he would 
probably have beev killed, for he should have 
resisted the rifle-clubs, who, in addition to 
other crimes, drove the negroes from their 
homes tothe swamps. His conversations on 
that subject were similar to the remarks which 
ne bad uttered in the Senate, and he would 
make them in New Orleans to-day. [Applause 
by the audience.} There vever could be peace 
and quiet while these vhings occurred. 
In the fall of 1876, in Louisiana, were scenes 
of intimiaation, violence, and wrong, and he 
could not think of these occurrences even now 
without feelings of resentment, and without 
exciting his anger.

SHERMAN TO HATES. 

In reply to a question, Secretary Sherman 
said that while in New Orleans he wrote a letter 

to President Hayes, as follows: 
Strate or Louisiana, Executive Deranruenr 
New Ona, Nov. 23, 1876.—J/y Dear Sir: 1 
have not written you sooner, for the progress of 
our visitation will be known to you through the 
papers sooner than from my letters, and the tele- 
= oftice here is more pudlic than a Sheriff sale. 
e sometimes hear of private tclegrams befvre 

they are delivered. 

The action of the Returning Board has thus far 
been open and fair, and only confirms the general 
result as known before. Weare now approaching 
the contested risbes. In five of them, viz. : 
Baton Koage, East and Weet Feliciana,; More- 
house, and Ouachita, the evidence of intimidation 
ia so well made out on paper that no man can 
doubt as to the just exclusion of their vote. 
In these parishes alone we ought to have a ma- 
jority of 7,000, bat, under the law, the entire 
return must be exciuded. Ip all the election 
districts where intimidation has affec or 
changed the result, thisis dene. The result will 
give the Hayes Electors majorities aggregating 
24. 111. and Tilden's Eiectors majorities aggregat- 
ing 22,633, but in almost cvery parish the official 
returne vary somewhat from the stated majorities, 
thus ‘elightly reducing the Republican majori- 
. vote of each disputed parish bas thus tar 
es

— «vtr tho Republican 
tickets the names of all the Miectors but two Sena- 
torial and one District Elector. The Democrats 
claim that thie will lose us over 2, 000 votes, but our 
friends, whose information we have generally 
found confirmed, says that k will lose us, at 
most, 1. 100 votes. The law seems conciusive 
that defective bailots cannot de counted 
for any Electors but those named on 
the ticket, thuugh Mt. is conclusively 
shown toat the remaining Electors were 
omitted by reason Of the mistaken idea that the 
district could only vote tor one Elector. The whole 
trouble has grown out of the fact that in these two 
parishes a candidate for District Judge wus not 
named on the ticket printed by the State Commit- 
tee. We undertook to correct this by printing new 
tickets, which were voted in, those parishes. The 
result of this olunder will leave the pol! so close as 
to render it probavie that one or more of the Tilden 
Electors would have a majority. There are other 
parishes where organized intimidation was noi 80 
general as in the parisbes named, though tn single 
election precincts it was effective. These parishes 
where formal protests have been filed are Bieuville. 
Bowster, Caldwell, Franklin, Grant, Iberia, Lin- 
coln, Richland, aud Sabine. How far the proofs in 
these parishes will sustain the protests we capoot 
judge until the evidence is beard before the Ro- 
turning Board. 

Weare now collecting 1 as to the bull - 
dozed pariehes. It seems more like a history of 
Heli than of civilived and Christian communities. 
‘The means adopted are almost incredibic, but were 
fearfully effective upon the ignorent and saver- 
. stitiogs people. That you would have received, at 
a fair election, alarge majority in Louisiana, no 
henest man can question; that you did aot receive 
amajority 1s equally clear; but that intimidation 
of every kind and nature provided against by 
Louisiana law did enter into and control the elec- 
tion in more election-polls than would change the 
result aud give you the vote. I beheve as firmly as 
that I write this. 

The difiiculty of gathering this testimouy and 

uttiog it in legal form has been very great. but I , 

lieve bas been fully met. The whole case rests 
upon the action of the Retarning Board. I have 
carefully obseded them, and have formed a high 
opinion of Gov. Wells and Col. Anderson. They 
are firm, judicious, and, as far as I can judge, 
thoroughly honest and conscientions. They are 
personaily familiar with the nature and degree of 
mtimidation in Louisiana They can see that in- 
timidstion, as organized, was with the view of 
throwing out the Republican parishes rather than 
endangering the Democratic parishes. 

Our little party are now dividing out the dis- 
puted parishes, with a view of a careful examina- 
tion of every paper and detail. Many are im- 
patient of delay, andsome have gone home. We 
will probably be abie to keep about ten here, We 
haw incurred some hiabdilities for reporting, 
printing. ete., but hope that the Republican Na- 
tional Committee will make this good. If not. 
we must provide for it ourselves. 

We are in good hope and spirit, not wisning the 
return in your favor unless it is clear that it 
ought to be so, and not wishing to be cheated out 
of it, or to be ‘* bulldozed”’ or intimidated. 

Tue truth is palpable that you ougat to have 
the vote of Louisiana, and we believe that you will 
have it by an honest and fair return according to 
the letter and spirit of the law of Louisiana.

Cotumaus, O., Nov. 27, 1876.—Aly Dear Sir: 
Iam greatly obliged for your letter of the 23d. 
You feel, 1 am sure, as I do about this whole busi- 
ness. A fair election would have given us avout 
forty Electoral votes at the South—at least that » 
many—but we are not to allow our friends to defeat 
one outrage and fraud by another. There must be 
nothing ** crooked’ on our part. Let Mr. Tilden 
have the place by violence, intimidstion, and 
fraud, rather than undertake to prevent it by 
means that will not bear the severest scrutiny. I 
appreciate the work doing by the Repubiicans who 
have gone South, and am especially proud to ac- 
knowledge the honotable conduct of those from 
Ohio. ine Vemecrats made a mistake in sending 
so many ex-Republicaus. New converts are pro- 
verbialiy bitter aud unfair towards those they have 
gecentiy left.

ATTEMPTED ASSASSINATION.

Danvu..e, III., July 25.—A very mysterious 
crime was perpetrated at Southtown, a smal!

KNIGHTS OF LABOR. 


tance Attained by This Organ-

A, July 25.— The Grand National 
of Labor has been in session in 
this city this k. Reports have been received 
from the Grachd Clans of the States giving a 
membership which proves that the Society now 
numbers 874,000. The highest number is in 
California, which has 141,000 members. Penn- 
Sylvania has 98,000, Indiana 73,000, Ohio 64,000, 
North Cafolina 62,000,. New York 49,000, and 
other States have smaller numbers, down to 
6,000 in Colorado. The Society, which has been 
in existence several years, has received large 
accessions of membership since the riots a year 
ago, when a large uumber of railroad employes, 
upon the disbanding of their organizations, 
joined it. The increase is estimated by leading 
members of the Order at 500,000 within a year, 
and the reports of last month show that there 
have been over 45,000 new members 
installed. The Grand National Clan is 
presided over by Uriah 8. Stevens. of this city, 
who was elected at Reading last winter. The 
members of the Society gre by vows of secrecy, 
but some ef the principal officers, from whom 
this information comes, say that complete se- 
crecy is no longer possible, since the organiza- 
tion has grown so rapidly. The organization con- 
sists of Clans in every Hy and large town in the 
country, who send Hlelegates to the Grand Clan 
of the State. Then there is a Grand National 
Clan, the governing powér, which is composed 
of delegates from the State Clans or Divis- 
long.“ The Society has ao connection with the 
National Greenback Labor party, although the 
latter is composed largely of its members. The 
Constitution of the Order forbids active partici- 
pation in politics, but this part of the docu- 
ment has, it is said, become a dead letter. The 
object of the Order is; in the Words of the Con- 
stitution, the elevation of labor and the 
emancipation of map, Out they have 
in several places engaged successfully 
in political contests.

THE TEXAS BORDER.

Wasninoton, D. C., July 25.—No informa- 
tion has been received at the War Department 
confirming the report of Mackenzie having 
again crossed into Mexico, and this time with a 
large force. The fact that no advices have been 
received from bim at the Department leads the 
officers there to disbelieve the story which has 
gained circulation. Concerning his reported 
raid, aside from this fact, they have every rea- 
son for discrediting it. 

DEMOCRATIC BCONOMY AND ITS RESULTS. 

A new instance of the practical working of 
the economy provided bythe last Democratic 
Howse appears in the fact that, during the ab- 
sence of Minister Noyes, the Under Secretaries 
have been obliged to pay out a very considerable 
expense in performing the duties of the office 
and maintaining the necessary hospitalities con- 
nected therewith. These have been much 
greater than usual, owing to the great crowds 
of Americans in Paris, and also the preseace 
there of the high officials of many other Gov- 
ernments. Heretofore in the absence of a Min- 
ister it has been lawful to allow the Under Sec- 
retaries a sum equal to one-half the Min- 
ister’s salary while thus acting for him, and

The mode of 
transportation sdopted will be to carry 
the com in iron boxes, and a new 
system of duplicate invoices to be tnaucurated 
with some other systems of checks and guards, 
which, it is believed, will secure a great degree 
of safety.

YELLOW FEVER. 


Twenty-three Cases and Ten Deaths from 
the Disease in New Orleans, 


New Orugans, July 25.—The following ex- 
plains itself: 


New Onipans, Joly 24.—Mr. J. M. Woodworth 
Surgeon-General Marine Hospital Service, Wash- 
ington, D. C. —- in: It now becomes my duty to 
report the existence of yellow fever in New Or- 
leans. Adout the 10th inst. cases began to occur 
in the practice of several of our physicians near the 
intersection of Constance and Terpsichore streets 
which presented suspicious symptoms, 8 
we now reckon fourteen cases of infection with six 
deaths. Inadditionto these’ seven other cases 
have come to light at different points, and much 
more scattered, four of which have already re- 
sulted fatally. We are endeavoring diligently to 
trace the origin of this outbreak, bat 
80 far find no connection with any foreign source. 
It is clear that they have not resulted from two 
cases which were developed two months ago on the 
steamer —2 B. Souder immediately after her 
arrival from Havana. Carbolic acid disinfection 
ie rigidly carried ont at all infected 
points, and we hope to prevent 
the ‘pestilence from assuming epidemic propor.

‘COMMUNISM. 


Is a General Outbreak Imminent -The At- 
tack Postponed, It Is Said, from June 15 
to Aug. 15—A Manafacturer’s Apprehen- 


sions.

WILKESsARRB, Pa., July 22.—The leaders of 
the National party in the southern counties of 
New York disclaim all sympathy with Commun 
ism and deny all knowledge of its existence. 
Their object in organizing a new political party, 
as they explained it to mein Elmira, is to 
secure what they call financial and labor re- 
forms. “The country must have more cur- 
repcy. and it must be a legal-tender for all dues, 
—those of the Government to the bondholder 
and these of the merchant for dutics,’’—said 
James Wright, of Elmira, tc me last week, and 
he is a sort of an oracle among the Greenback 
men of Chemung, and expects to be their candi- 
date for County Judge. *I know of no organi- 
zation here that proposes to make war upon 
the established institutions of society,” he con- 
tinued, ‘‘and, if there is any such, the Nauonal 
party bas nothing whatever to do with u. The 
majority ef us, though mechanics, own a little 


property, and any movement that endangers the 


security of that cannot succeed in this part of 
the State. We are bringing in the farmers now 
by the score, and they would have nothing to 
do with us it we were Communists. I am op- 
posed to strikes, and hope none will take place 
this summer.

BALD MOUNTAIN. 


A Volcano Oniy in I magination—Explana- 
tion of the Rumblings. the Smoke, and 
the Caverns. 

_CINCINNATI, July 15.--To the Editor of the 
New York Tribune: I have just returued from 
a visit to the famous Bala Mountain, wuose re- 
cent rumblings have attracted so much atten- 
tion. On the 11th iust. five of us started out in 
& mountain wagon, bound for the scene of 
action. Our road lay first througn several val- 
leys and over some low intervening ridges, for 
about fifteen miles, to the summit of Hickory 
Nut Gap, a wild pass through the Blue Ridge. 
This gap, about eight miles in length, is well 
worth secing; the lower portion espe- 
clally. Here the road runs by tue 
side of Broad River (not the French 
Broad), between walis of rock fully a 
thousand feet high. On the north side of the 
road is Bald Mountain, on the south side is 
Chimpey Nock. Near Chimney Rock a stream 
falls over a precipice 960 {vet high. and is nearly 
lost before it tinds the bottom. Above the 
fall, I am told, there is a mill; although the 
ribbon of Water looks hardly Jarge enough to 
ruu a churu. A great diiference ju the rock 18 
here noticeable. Bald Mountain on the one 
side is splintered and fissured to a remarkable 
extent; While Chimney Rock on the other, with 
its adjacent cliffs, is made up of smooth sheets 
of what is apparently gneiss. Just below the 
lower end of the Gap there is a smali country 
hotel, where we speut the vigit. 

All along the road we made inquirtes as to the 
alleged disturbances. Everybody knew about 
them, aud was interested. ll accounts agreed 
as to their character.

THE FALLS OF NIAGARA. 
Correspondence New York Herald. 

As members of an excursion party from the 
West were essaying an entrance to the cave in 
the customary oilcloth suits there was a roman- 
tic accident. The trip under the fall through 
the cave, though pot really dangerous to any 
one of nerve, is often quite appalling to inex- 
perienved adventurers. The formation of the 
cave is probably familiar to most of your read- 
ers. The gradual wearing away by the water at 
the foot of the fall of the shaly substratum of 
the precipice has left the limestone rock above, 
from which the water plunges, projecting at 
least thirty feet out beyond the base, thus mak- 
ing a great chamber, over which descends in 
deep folds of azure the magoificent cur- 
tain of the central cataract between 
the American and Canadian shores. The 
compression of the atmosphere by the falling 
Water is so great that the cave is reudered as 
stormy and turbulent as the fabled abode of 
Avius, and the approach and descent into it— 
dowu a staircase awept by gusts and occasion- 
ally deluged by volumes of foain—is slippery 
and diflicuit. The guides, shod with felt shoes 
aud familiar with every inch of the way, may 
be implicitiy trasted, and do not hesitate at 
times to literally lift the timid voyager into a 
regiou of thunders where, havivg nearly lost his 
breath, he hesitated to venture. Arrived at 
the bottom of the cave, behind the veil of 
waters, he stands aud adimires, or fishes for eels, 
or trembles with apprehension, according to his 
temperament. In ume cases out of ten the 
guides say visitors are sorry they came, and 
wretched until they have escaped,—this being 
the case particularly when the wind is in such 
a direction as to press the sheet of water inward 
toward the cave. 

On the occasion of which I speak the whole 
party of Western excursionists, who bad arraved 
themselves in oilcloth and descended the Biddle 
staircase, backed out at the entrance of the cave 
except a Milwaukee young lady and her lover.

time, we saw clearly the character of the 
ground. Bald Mountain is a large mountain 
mass on the easteru side ot the Rine Ridge, 
with numerous outiying spurs. All over the 


‘mountain the rocks are cracked and fissured, 


these cracks having in some points formed 
large caves. The recent disturbances have 
chiefly affected a low spur of the range, which 
rises perhaps a thousand feet above the vuiley. 
From below, the whole side of the spur seems 
to be sliding away into the valley; and it is to 
this sliding chat all the excitement has been 
due. 

«rom Foster's a sharp climb of half a mile 
brought us to avave, which was discovered less 
than three weeksago. Here we found ourselves 
veiow a precipituus mass of rock, 200 or 300 
feet bigh, at the foot of which immense num- 
bers Oi fallen bowiders had tormed crevices and 
caves inunumerabie. But the pew cave was 
larger than any of these. Crawling upon our 
hands and knees through a narrow opemug, 
we tound a chamber of rock which I should 
roughiy estimate at twelve feet wide, eighty 
out, and perhaps fifty high. At the end of 
thisa “window” opened out upon the face of 
the cliff, from which amaynificent view of 
the chief rock- masses could be obtained. At 
rut angles to tiis rocky chamber was 
another even larger than the ürst; and at tue 
end of this farther progress was barred by a 
wall about twelve feet uigu. Beyond this are 
other spaces, perbaps large, perhaps small, 
which are yet to be reached. There were also 
several lateral passages, ail small, and ail soon 
coming to au end. Jbe floor of each chamber 
wus covered with fallen rocks. Outside the 
cave the temperature was 71 deg.; inside, 67 
deg. ; so that the stories about currents of ice- 
cold air issuing trom these caverns have their 
rise in imagination. There is a constant draft 
of air through tucm, but no great lowering of 
temperature. It should be added, for sake of 
completeness, that these caverns contain no 
water. They are quite dry, and their walls are 
covered with a fine dust, formed by the grind- 
ing aud crushiog of the rocks. Clouds of this 
dust micht casily be mistaken for smoke. 

Above the cave an exvecdimgiy steep climb of 
half a mile brought us to the Crack,” acrevice 
only recently discovered, and winch is very 
probably ot quite recent origin. This crack has 
several opeuiags. When it was first founda 
man was lowered by long ropes into one of 
tucse openings; but as he failed to reach bot- 
toiu, extravagant stories were circalated about 
the “hollow mowutain.” It was only a few 
days, however, belore other access to the crev- 
ice was discovered, and it was explored trom 
end wend. It is merely a rent in the rock 
about a hundred feet in length by seventy-five 
in depta, aud of varying width. At the top 
it is very varrow, aud nowhere is more thau ten 
fect wide, 1f it is as much. The average widta 
may possibly be three feet. The explanation of 
these cracks and of the noises is to my mind 
very simple. The mountain is built up of 
sheets of a tively-grained, easily decomposable 
gneiss. These are inclined at a sliant angie, 
and are evidently sliding dowowaru. ney are 
iuil ot cracks of various sizes, which all run at 
approximately rigot augles to the pseudo-strat- 
itication.

Une August afternoon Miss Lottie Philpott 
chose oue of the most dangerous currents below 
the Cave of the Winds iu which to bathe. A 
young man named Ethelbert Parsons stood by 
to protect her, if possibie, from her rashoess. 
She was suddenly swepiawav. he swam aiier 
her, reached her, and, turning on his back, bade 
her place ove of her hands on bis suoulder. Sue 
did so, and, as both behaved with coulness, the 
friends Who watcned them hoped that both 
would regain the shore. But tue eddies grew 
too strong and threatened to engulf them. The 
young girl, perceiving that ber would-be savior 
was overburdened, released him, threw up her 
hands with a despairing gesture, and sank from 
sight. Iustantiy be turned and dived for her. 
Tue swirling pools beneath witnessed tieir last 
struggles, and on the next day both their bodies 
were recovered irom the whirlpool. 

At Luna Island a'young man named Charles 
Addington, of Buffalo, playfully lifted the lit- 
tle daughter of tne lady wbo was with him and 
said: “Hi, now! I’m going to throw you in!“ 
The child, with a spasmodic leap, escaped from 
bis hands and fell into tue fierce current of the 
river. ‘ 

„O. my God!“ shouted young Addington, 
and sprang in with a hopeless impulse to save 
ber. In less than a minute both taese wails 
upon the rapids were borne over and mangied 
beneath the falls. 

Every spot here bas its romance or tragedy, 
and ibe fairy suspension bridge for carriages 
and foot passengers which Was stretched iu 1860 
ove-eighth of a miie beluw the American catar- 
act, revives the memory of several curious oc- 
currences. When Blondin came iu 1850 he had 
at Urst a good mind to stretch his rope across 
where this bridge is, but the space 
was too wide (the bridge itself is 
the longest suspension bridge in the world. its 
roadway beiug 1,500 feet from bank to bank). 
Consequentiy Bloudin had his rope stretened 
about u mile below the Falls. aud even there it 
was 1,200 teet long. On both sides of the river 
inciosures were built around tne rope, into 
which ticket-bayers were admitted, and where 
the acrobat had ois dressing-rooms. He was to 
start on the first octusiun irom the Canadian 
side, and within the inclosure there were a vum- 
ber of invited guests. Among them were Henry 
W. Faxon, then the local editor of the Buffalo 
Jtepubdiie newspaper, and the writer. Faxon was 
a wit of more than local renown, and Blondin 
nad, for some reason, takeu a great liking to 


un. 

While Faxon stood — laughing and jesting, as 
was his wavy—ou the edge of the precipice over- 
looking the river 140 feet below, Biondin ap- 
peared a few feet behind. He was just about to 
attempt the most daring feat upon a tight rope 
that had ever been performed, and what took 
place will show his iron nerve and reckless tem- 
per. He saw that Faxon, gazing out across the 
river, was unconscious of bis presence. Motion- 
ing to me for silence by pressing his fingers to 
his lips, he seized Faxon under both armpits aud 
held him out for a second or two over the verge. 
Faxon must have weighed 165 pounds. His 
countenance when Blondin laid hold of bim was 
irradiated with mirth repr 5.5 —— 
bim back and droppea bim on the green sware, 
de sank there in a heap. herror-stricken 
by a shock from the effects of which his nervous 
system never fully recovered. In tbe next ju- 
stant, Blondin, grasping bis heavy balancing-

SAM :CARY’S FIAT PLATFORM. 

The most active propagator of absolute, fiat

Private capitalists are employing all 
the labor for whose productions they can 
find a market. Business-men are always 
striving to increase the sales of their wares.

Their inter- 
ests are, thercfore, on the side of enlarged 
markets and additional assistance. As they 
can hire no more men than they can afford 
to pay from the sales of their manufactures, 


and as Cary is aware of this fact, his plan 


must be for the Government to employ the 
idle or ill-paid labor of the country. Cary

The Federal Government is to set all these 
men at work ‘‘ on short hours and long pay.” 
One thousand dollars apiece would be very 
moderate compensation for the first year.

And 
all this on the hypothesis that the stuff 
would retain any value after the first thirty 
) days of flat operations and emissions. 

Any man who will let his head cool off 
enough to reflect cannot help perceiving 
| that the mere passage of a law by Congress 
repealing the Resumption act and providing 
for the issue of billions of irredeemable 
legal-tender scrip would cause a financial 
panic which would render such absolute fiat 
money utterly valueless for purchasing pur- 
poses. Nobody would sell goods on trust to 
be paid in such paper; no one would sell 
anything for it; no laborer would receive it 
for his work. It would only be worth its 
weight asold paper. Its issue would afford 
relief to nobody. The Supreme Court would 
unanimously pronounce it unconstitutional 
in payment of existing debts among citizens. 
No man now in debt could compel his cred- 
| itor to take it. All future contracts would 
be made payable in coin. There would be no 
other than coin contracts. All purchases and 
sales would be made for coin money. The 
farmers would sell no produce, wool, hogs, or 
cattle, except for solid cain; the merchants 
, would nit trust a customer for so much as a 


| plug of tobacco, except on promise of pay- 


ment in coin. No laborer would do a stroke 
of work or touch an ax, plane, hammer, 
saw, trowel, hod, pick, or spade unless paid 
therefor in coin.

A SLIGHT UNP 
The Democracy have their own way in 
the State of Missouri. Down there an elec- 
tion is not achoice between Democrats and 
Republicans, but a choice between the 
respective wings of the Democratic bird. 
Democracy in Missouri has one very strong 
wing, which carries the ex-Confederate por- 
tion of the party, while the other wing, 
though a weak one, is strong enough to 
earry all the Unionism that forms part of 
the party. It would be more proper, per- 
haps, to say that the Unionism of the Demo- 
cratic party in Missouri is not and has never 
been so striking as to attract any attention. 
The term more correctly describes that por- 
tion of the Democracy who never bore arms 
in the Confederate army. One of the uses 
which the Democrats made of their re- 
turn to power in that State was to elect 
Gen. Cockrze.t to the United States Senate. 
Gen. CocKRELL was a Brigadier in the 
Rebel army, and his friends and the sympa- 
thizers with the Lost Cause are largely 
in the ascendency in the State. Another 
Senator is to be elected next winter by the 
Legislature of Missouri, and various persons 
have been named. The St. Louis Republican, 
which represents the small but respec table 
wing of Union Democrats in Missouri, has 
ventured to protest that there is danger that 
the Confederate preference may be over- 
done; that, to put it politely, something 
after the way ANDREW JOHNSON expressed it, 
“Traitors should take back seats” until 
those who supported the Union were served. 
In short, it is claimed that the Union Dem- 
ocrats should be awarded the next United 
States Senator to be elected. After referring 
to the fact that CocknRLL was elected four 
years ago because he was a Confederate 
Rebel, the Republican says: 

It is now proposed, not only to disallow the 
claims of St. Louis to one of tue Senatorships, but 
to seat Col. Vest by the side of Gen. Cock re. in 
one as another representative of the but- 
lately-disfranchised element! We say to the ex- 
Confederates of the State that this is too much. 
It is unfair to the Union Democrats of Missouri, 
and especially in the eastern section of the State, 
and it is unfair and impoktic towards the National 
Democracy of the country. If successful, the plan 
will be heralaed all over the country as proof 
of the proscription of Union men in the Democratic 
States, used with telling force in the 
October campaign of 1880 preceding the 
Presidential election. The respectahiity 
and numbers of the ex-Confederates and 
their sympathizers are such that no objection is 
raised to one representative in the Senate, to be 
agreed upon among themeelves, and, whether Cock- 
RELL or Veet, he would no doubt be cheerfully 
supported; but there is no such preponderance of 
talent in this State among those who fought four 
3 for their [Rebel] Democracy, as to claim 

n Senators, and both from the same section. 
Up to the present time both the Union and 
Rebel elements of the Democracy have got 
along harmoniously since the War closed. The 
Unioa men do not propose now to be virtually pro- 
scribed, without protest or remonstrance. Why. 
gad one Liem the other day, ‘if thie thing 
keeps on, we shall all have to go before the Legis- 
lature, take the oath of allegiance to the Rebel 


Confederacy, and have our Union disabilities re- 
moved. 


This is pretty plain talk; it is an em- 
phatic warning to the Confederates, though 
couched under the familiar and popular form 
of advice: *‘ Confederates! pull down your 
Vest.” The Sedalia Democrat, however, re- 
fuses to submit to this impertinent demand 
by the organ of the handful of so-called 
Democratic Unionists, and it proceeds to 
show that the Confederates, considering their 
strength, have already given away too many 
places to the Union faction. It claims that 
under four State administrations there have 
been thirty-six official positions filled by 
Democrats, and out of all these the Confed- 
erates have held but barely twenty-five.”

THE FIAT FOOL, MOULTON OF MICHIGAN. 

The report comes that the Fifth District of 
Michigan (now represented in Congress by 
Joun W. Sroxx, a Republican) is hopelessly 
in the hands of the so-called ‘* Greenback- 
ers, who will return an apostle of the fiat- 
scrip lunacy at the fall election. There are 
consequently several candidates for the 
Fiat nomination, and a chap named 
Mouton is said to have a better prospect 
than any of his rivals. Movtrow is riding on 
the high wave of popularity among the fiat- 
scrip lunatics because he has evolved from 
his inner consciousness a startling proposi- 
tion which is accepted by some of the in- 
telligent Wolverines as final and unanswera- 
ble. Ik the Government,” shouts this wise 
man of Michigan, if the Government has 
authority to put its stamp upon a fraction of 
a cent’s worth of nickel and call it five cents, 
why hasn’t it authority to put its stamp on a 
piece of paper and call it five dollars?” There 
you have it in a nutshell! None of the 
other fiat-scrip lunatics in the Fifth District 
of Michigan has ever condensed the 
entire controversy within the circumference 
of a five-cent nickel coin ; it is as astounding 
and admirable a performance as the photo- 
graphing of the Lord's Prayer on a piece of 
paper not larger than a three-cent piece; it 
reduces the problem to dimensions where 
you can lay your hand on it, and brings it 
within the grasp of the stupidest men in 
Michigan. Certainly the conception of so 
marvelous an exposition of fiat-scrip right- 
eousness as this should insure Mouton the 
nomination against all asinine fiat competi- 
tors. |

look up the laws about the nickel five-cent 
piece and other minor doins of thé’ United 
States. That was not necessary to his pur- 
pose. He simply knows’ that the Govern- 
ment takes an allof Of copper and nickel, 
intrinsically not more than one cent,

The five-cent nickel fece, intrinsically 
worth not more than onevent, circulates for 
its nominal value, then, 20+ merely because 
it bears a Government sta@ap, but mainly be- 
cause it is redeemable in bwful money,—that 
is, in gold or silver coi or in greenbacks 
which are Government pomises to pay gold 
or silver coin. But evm this redeemable 
feature about the minor ons would not be 
enough to keep them incirculation at their 
nominal value if the Gowrnment should un- 
dertake to issue minor odns by the hundreds 
and thousands of millin®. As a matter of 
fact, the total coinage of Ve- ont nickel pieces 
down to the end of the fi_al year of 1877 was 
only $5,773,090. We hive no information 
as to how many have bem redeemed under 
the law, or how many lave been lost and 
destroyed, but if the tetal amount issued 
were now outstanding it would be an average 
of less than three nikels to each in- 
habitant of the United States. The 

simple fact is that the minor nickel coins are 
a very convenient and sefisfactory provisio’ 

for a token coinage, which is an essential ck 
every system of finance ever invented. They 
serve for purposes of small change, and 
their nominal value is guaranteed, whatever 


their intrinsic value may be, because there 


are strict provisions against a redundancy in 
their issue, because they are accepted in 
exchange for postage-stamps, and, finally, 

because the Government is pledged to re- 
deem them at their face value. In this lat- 
ter respect they are even superior to the sub- 
sidiary silver coins, which the Government 
does not undertake toredeem. The Govern- 
ment stamp, therefore, cuts no figure at all 
in determining the standard value of the 
minor coins, except a it protects them 

against counterfeiting and limits their issue. 

If the mullet-headed Moutron, who wants to 
represent in Congress the fiat-scrip lunatics 
of the Fifth Michigan District, will gaaran- 
tee for the absolute paper currency the 
same conditions as those which surround the 
issue of nickels, he and his party will en- 
counter no opposition. It will be necessary 

in that case to provide for Government re- 
demption on demand, and for limiting the 
issue within the capacity of the Government 
to redeem. This is the present greenback 
system, supplemented by the Resumption 
act. But this is not what Mobrrom and his 
fellow-fools want, They claim that the 

Government may go on stamping worthless 
pieces of paper without limit and without 
any provision or thought of redemption, 

and that the Government will be able to 

force the circulation at their nominal 

value of these worthless: bits of paper by its 
flat alone, of which the Government 
stamp would be the symbol. It is just possi- 
ble that this ass Mouzrox, after having the 

law explained to him, may not have brains 
enough to see the difference between minor 
coins, issued in a limited amount for small- 
change purposes, with redemption absolutely 
guaranteed in legal-tender by the Govern- 

ment, and the proposed flat-scrip to be 

issued in thousands of millions without 

limit and never to be redeemed in anything. 

If he shall succeed in bringing his master 

mind down to this practical distinction, he 

will discover what a consummate and inexcus- 
able donkey he has made of bimself by insti- 
tuting a comparison between the nickel coins 
and the proposed absolute flat-scrip. It is 
just possible, too, that there may be brains 
enough among the voters of the Fifth Mich- 

igan District to repudiate in disgust the am- 
bition of any such egregious ass to represent 

them in Congress. 


The special dispatch to Taz Tamer from 
Columbus, O., reporting the proceedings 
of Sam Cary’s flat-absolute convention, con- 
tained these sentences : 


Sixty-eight counties were tepresented by dele- 
gates, and twenty by proxies. There was consid- 
erable excitement shown during the afternoon. 
some of the delegates favoring open repudiation of 
the bonded debt, while others demanded that there 
should be protedtios lawa go strong as to entirely 
shut out all imporiations.

THE OPIUM 
was brought in on the back of a card, and was a 
black liquid, about as thick as molasses. The 
Chinaman took up a darning-needle, and rolled 
it in opium until the latter was formed into a 
ball, and then, placing 1t over the lamp, he pro- 
ceeded to bake it. It boiled a little, but 
was kept rolling, and so saved from 
being burnt. Then it was placed on the bowl 
of the pipe, which must be described. The stem 
is made of cane, about sixteen inches to two 
feet in length, and about an inch in diameter, 
with a plain mouthpiece, or, more often, simply 
a little hole. The bowl is the most curious. 
being a piece of hardwood about four inches in 
diameter, and with just a little hole in the cen- 
tre, connecting with the stem of thepipe. After 
the opium was on the bow! was placed over the 
flame of the lamp; the smoker drew in his 
breath, and kept the smoke in his mouth until 
it went through his system. Two or three 
draws and the pipe was smoked. The man had 
kept up the circulation of smoke from bowl to 
stem in the meantime by thrusting in his needle.

losing all sense of manliness in the action. As 
late as 4 in the morning the customers stay, for 
it sometimes requires fifteen pipes to give the 
desired effect, though some feel it in two or 
three pipes, when their system bas becu impreg- 
pated with the drug before.

What He Says About a Third Term-The St 
Domingo Question. 
Hamburg Correspondnce New York Beraid. 

was never more delighted at anything,” 
said Gen. Grant, “than the close of the War. 
I never liked service in the army—not as a 
young officer. I did not want to go to West 
Point. My appointment was an accident, and 
my father had to use his authority to make me 
go. I never went into a battle willingly or with 
enthusiasm. I was always giad when a battle 
was over. I never want to command another 
army. I take no interest in armies. When the 
Duke of Cambridge, asked me to review bis 
troops at Aldershott, I told jhis*Royal Highness 
that the one thing I never wanted to see again 
was a military parade. When I resigned from 
the army and went to a farm I was happy. 
When the Rebellion came I returned to the 
service because it was a duty. I had no thought 
of rank; all 1 did was to try ana make 
myself useful. My first commission as 
Brigadier came in the unanimous indorse- 
ment of the delegation from Illinois. I do not 
think I knew any of the members but Wash- 
burne, and 1 did not know him very well. It 
was only after Doveisen that I began to see how 
important was the work that Providence de- 
volved upon me. And yet after Donelson I was 
in disgrace and under arrest, and practically 
without a command, because of some misan- 


derstanding on the part of Halleck. I do pot 
know What would have come of that had not 
the country ioterfered. You see Donelson was 
our first clear victory, and you will remember 
the enthusiasm that came with it. The 
country saved me from Halleck’s displeasure. 
When other commands came I alwavs regretted 


time 1 have had nothing to do with St. Domuin- 
fe. I used no pressure about the treaty. 1 
ad honestly tried to do my duty in the matter, 
not only to my own country but toward St. Do- 
mingo.

We should have become an ex „as we are 
now an importer, of coffee. re would have 
been a new field for American capital and com- 
merce. You remember how large a portion of 
the West Indian trade used to come to us, how, 
in fact, so large a portion of our trade was West 
Indian. All this would have revived. We 
should have made of St. Domingo a new Texas 
or a new California, with sources of strength

New Engiand. “ That could not very well have 
been.“ said the General, as he supported the 
annexation of Alaska, and was anxious to con- 
firm Mr. Seward’s treaty for St. Thomas.

Rapid Growth of the Aloe.

Perhaps the must remarkable instance of 
rapid vegetable growth that has been heard of 
since the famous vean-vine of Jack the Giant 
Killer is one which bas been related to us by 
Prof. Stowe, of an aloe, or century-plant, now 
growing oa the grounds of one of his neigh 
at Mandarin, Fla. This aloe, during a 
of several weeks from the last half of April to 
the latter part of May, actually increased in 
＋ A at tte rate of twelve inches a day—or 
half an inch an hour, night and day—until it 
reached a height of forty-two feet. Having 
reached that height, the tree (for it is nothing 
else than a tree) leaned over on a neighboriy 
orange tree to take à rest. When Prof. Stowe 
left Mandarin, the last week of May, the flower 
stems had come out, but up to the end of June 
it had pot yet Dlossomed. The American aloe, 
—— to the English Cyclopedia, has a 
period of from ten to seventy years, ing 
to climate. When fully mature it produces a 
gigantic flower-stem, forty feet iu height and 
perishes.” In Florida one sees many of these 
plants, in various stages of growth; but we 
think there are few cases in which the crowth 
is so rapid as this one related by Prof. Stowe.

There 
was a very good shipping and speculative demand 
for nearly all articies, but the hardening of values 
was due quite largely to speculation. Reports 
from the harvest fields of the Northwest were again 
received in liberal numbers, and, while not quite so 
blue as on Wednesday, indicated quite thoroughly 
that early estimates will not be verified, though 
there are no grounds on which to base a prospective 
famine. 

The failure of arather prominent commission 
house was reported yesterday. but had little effect 
upon the market, as the liabilities are understood 
to be comparatively small. There were rumors of 
suspensions in the afternoon but they lacked con- 
firmation. 

There was a continuance of the extreme quietude 
that has been noted from day to day for the past 
two or three weeks. Orders were comparatively 
few, and were mostly for limited amounts, such as 
are needed to ‘‘freshen up stocks, Prices re- 
mained steady and firm as previously quoted. 
Groceries were ordered with some freedom. and 
were steadily held. The market for sugars has 
quieted down some, but the reduced state of the 
supply on hand prevents any softening of prices. 
There was a well-sustained activity in the fish 
trade, and prices were generally firm, with white- 
fish, trout, and cod quoted higher. Trout, cod, 
and fat mackerel are scarce. Dried fruits remained 
dull and unchanged. Ia the butter and cheese 
markets tne situation was the same as on the pre- 
ceding daysof the week, fair activity prevailing, 
and prices ruling firm. Leather was again quoted 
dull and easy. Bagging was firm and in good re- 
quest. No changes were apparent in tobacco, 
oils, paints, and colors. Coal and wood were 
inactive, 

The cargo lumber market was quiet, being near- 
ly bare of lamber. As noted yesterday prices are 
off about 25c¢ per 1,000 ft, and buyers seem will- 
ing to purchase at this reduction. The yard deal- 
ers generally report a light business, but a good 
prospect, and are holding lumber at list prices, 
though now and then quotations are shaded. The 
hardware market was quiet and steady. Wool 
was in fair demand and steady, in sympathy with 
other markets, and under moderate offerings, 
much of the wool now arriving having been sold to 
be forwarded at once. The seed market was quiet. 
Hay, hides, and salt were unchanged in their gen- 
eral features. Green fruits sold moderately well 
at previous prices, and some varieties were firm, 
the receipts being rather under the recent average. 
Poultry wag in good request. 

Lake freichts were quiet, the unsettled state of 
the grain markets causing shippers to hold off.

Seavey would Bother himself much. There are 
several anxious hearts, but all must wait. 


The butchers are again seeking a reduc- 
tion in the amount of their licenses. This time 
they want to be relieved altogether, and have the 
license required from rendering, slaughtering, and 
„ cut down from $100 to $10 a year. 

ne matter promises to break out afresh at an 
early meeting of the Council. The present ordi- 
nance was designed to control the Stock- Yards and 
Bridgeport houses, and prevent them from running 
in an offensive manner. It is reported that the 
Health Officer is requiring small butchers 
to take out just such licenses, in ad- 
dition to the regular butchers’ licenses, 
the effect of which is that the small firms are taxed 
$110 for killing a few hogs, while the heavy men 
at the Stock-Yards only pay $100. A 810 license 
is regarded as sufficient for all. big and little, but 
the City Attorney says that the butchers mus, take 
out both kinds of licenses unless the ordinance is 


changed. 


The West Side Street Railroad Company 
has laid a single track on Western avenue between 
Van Buren and Madison streets, for the purpose of 
‘connecting those two lines, as was stated recently 
in Tus Tribune. It is pow claimed by the city 
authorities that it was put down without authority 
of law. A reporter saw Mhyor Heath yesterany at 
tne City-Hail and asked him what he knew about 
the facts in the case, ana what would probably be 
the outcome. The Mayor stated that when he first 
learned of what was going on he sent Mr. Wilson, 
of the Department of Public Worss. to the rail- 
road people, who told him they were acting under 
the authority of an old grant from the Supervisors 
of the Town of Cicero. Under this, they claimed, 
they were empowered to lay a track on the west 
side of the street without asking the city’s per- 
mission. On reporting this to Mayor Heath. the 
latter told Mr. Wilson to order the work 
stopped until he could see what there 
was in such a claim. In the meantime, he 
referred the matter to City-Attorney Tutinli. who 
was of opinion that the — was not valid under 
the present charter. he connections had not 
been made up to this time, an@ the Mayor issued 
orders forbidding their being made. As to what 
he should do with the trackw-already laid, he asked 
Mr. Tuthill, who advised him against tearing it up, 
as the courts might possibly uphold the Company's 
right to lay the track, in which case a suit for dam- 
ages might be the result. What Mr. Tuthill did 
vise wrs asuit by the city against the Company 
to remove the obstructions. As it stands now, the 
track is laid. but the connections are not 
made. The matter will be taken into court, an!. 
so says the the Mayor, the track wiil have to come 
up, unless the Court should decide in their favor 
or unless the Council should give the necessary 
permission. The worst feature goout it, accord- 
ing to the Mavor, ie the Company's taking. the 
street without permission from the proper authori- 
ties, and proceeding to obstruct it by iayimg the 
track. If the city, says he, is not to have the 
right to control its streets, that fact snould be 
known and the right assigned to the Company. 
The grant in this case is claimed by Mr. Tuthill to 
be invalid, but Judge Beckwith and Leonard 
Swett are prepared to maintain the opposite side of 
nat question.

BOOTS AND SHOES. 
THE SITUATION YESTERDAY. 

The boot and shoe makers, who, ata meeting 
last Monday night indulged in considerable talk 
about an advance of wages, and Minted broadly 
that a strike would enshe in case their demands in 
that direction were not complied with, may con- 
sole themselves with the thought that they have 
succeeded in worrying the manufacturers to a de- 
gree greater than the latter care to admit. Thus 
far both parties have preserved the utmost secrecy 
regarding their intentions and plans for future ac- 
tion, but in spite of ali precautions more or less 
facts regarding them are bound to creep out. 
In Wednesday's Tunes appeared the views of 
several of the leading boot and shoe manufacturers 
of this city, and with one accord they stated that, 
although they depreeated the action which the 
journeymen threatened, and hoped that it would 
not be taken. they were still unable to perceive 
how it could affect disastrously the manufacturing 
interests. At the present time there was a remark- 
ably small margin of profit om which to do busi- 
ness, and this state of affairs deen brought 
about solely because in this market there was 
prison labor to compete with, and so long as this 
was met, as it must be, the present scale of wages 
could not be advanced. 

What the workingmen intended to do cannot be 
definitely ascertained, since that part of Monday 
nigat’s meeting which considered the proposed 
strike was held with closed doors, and thus far its 
secrets have not been divuiged. The manufuctur- 
ers, however, are free toadmit that they expect 
some kind of a demonstration, and believe it will 
occur Aug. 1. What particular phase it will assume 
they are at a loss to say, but the general impression 
is that one prominent shop wiil be ordered closed, 
and the men at work in it supported by tae rest of 
tne Crispins until some settlement of the difficuity 
is reached. This Was talk amon; 
them yesterday, end a reporter learne 
upon authority not to be doubted that there was 
an informal talk participated in by the more 
prominent members of the manufacturers yester- 
day moruigg. which res@jted in a call for a regular 
meeting of the Assel ou to be held to-day, when 
the situation will be formally discussed, and a 
course of action decided upon. The most diligent 
inquiry by a reporter failed to elicit any further 
facts from those interested, they alleging as with 
one voice that nothing had been done, and that 
to-day's meeting would settle things, One manu- 
facturer said that the talk about a 
strike nad at least accomplished one 
tuning, —it had effectualiy stopped the purchase of 
raw material. The house of waich he was a mem- 
ber had declined to close two bargains which, 
under ordinary circumstances, they would have 
been very glad to have availed themselves of. 
There was no sense in purchasing stock, he 
thougnt, when the prospect of haviug it made into 
goods was so execedingly dubious as at present. 
This was the general feeling. Everything in the 
way of providing stock for future consumption. 
etc., was at a standstill, and would remain so until 
the course of the jourpeymwen had been definitely 
shaped. 

John McAuliffe, who, from his identification 
with labor movements in this city for so many 
years, is supposed to be a sort of walking encycio- 
pedia upon all matters connected with strikes. 
was called upon yesterday at his post in the Mer- 
chants’ Building, of which structare he is the en- 
gineer. John promptly disavowed any knowledge 
whatever of the shoemakers or their troubles, 
stating emphatically that he had nothing to do 
with the Crispins or any other Trades-Unions; 
that he was opposed to the system from top to bot- 
tom, believing that no good could come of it. In re- 
gard to the general situation in Chicago so far as the 
workingmen were concerned he could say truthfully 
that at present tnere was not, to his knowledge, 
any indications of trouble, but there was no telling 
how soon there might be. it was always the last 
straw that broke the backof the camei—not the 
hundreds of pounds that constituted the main por- 
tion of the load which that useful, and in the pres- 
ent case metaphorical animal, was compelled to 
bear. This, he thought, was illustrated in the 
case of the railroad trombles last year. There 
might be trouble in Chieago to-morrow, it might 
occur in two weeks, and then again it might be 
postponed until next spring. Os the whole, John 
was not a well-spring of information, except in so 
far as glittering generalities were concerned, and 
the reporter left him, with a wague idea tnat he 
was to see a riotous crowd any lime some brutal 
capitalist went too heavily into the straw businees. 


BOARD OF EDUCATION. 
MISCELLANEOUS BUSINESS. 

The Board of Education held 4 regular meeting 
last evening, President Sallivan in the chair, and 
all the members except Smith asd Kohn present. 

A communication ‘from the City Clerk, stating 
that Messrs. W. J. English, Thomas Brenan, and 
George B. Armstrong had been appointed members 
of the Board, and had duly qualified, was referred 
to the Judiciary Committee. Two other unim- 
portant communications, one au application for a 
position as janitor, and the other relating to some 
new school books which a New York firm wishes 
to introduce, were received. They were both re- 
ferred. 

Mr. Hotz, from the Committee on Buildings and 
Grounds, reported that the contractor for the sew- 
erage work at the Throop Street School had refused 
to sign the contract fur that work, claiming that he 
had made a mistake in figuring on the job. The 
next lowest bid was $23 higher than thatof Mr. 
Mead, the man to whom the contract was awarded, 
and the Committee recommenéed that the work be 
given to the maker of this vid, Mr. Dean. 

At this point Mr. Dennis mid that there was 
some doubt in regard to tae eligibility of certain of 
the gentiemen present.

PAY OF COMMISSIONERS. 

The resolution of Mr. Senne, of a week ago, 
calling on the County Attorney to pass upon the 
power of the Board to fix the salary of its mem- 
bers, and to decide when the salary should be 
fixed, etc., was taken up, and, after some us- 
sion, was referred to the Judiciary Committee.

WHEAT. 
THERE WAS NO LITTLE EXCITEMENT 

on Change yesterday growing out of a vigorons 
bull movement in the wheat market, which ranged 
from five to six cents bigher than it did the day 
before. When it became apparent that under no 
combination of circumstances could there be @ 
general European war, the bears grasped the situa- 
tion, and industriously hammered the market, 
The glowing prospect of unexampled crops 
throughout the wheat-growing region was an ef: 
fective ally, and for more than two months they 
have have been having things their own way. 
Flushed with success, they thought there could be 
no limit to the figures to which they could depress 
the market, and the result was that in 
this city and Milwaukee they oversold the 
the market to an amount equalling two or three 
crops. The ‘‘iongs,’’ who had gotten tired of 
counting up their profits on the wrong side of the 
house, were about to succumb to the fate from 
which they saw no escape, when fortunately for 
them the advices from the wheat-growing sections 
reported that, in consequence of heavy rains and a 
terrific hot speil, the crop would not pan out ag 
brilliantly as had been anticipated. They were 
not slow to take advantage of the situation. They 
purchased all the August options that were offered, 
and as soon as they dwscovered that the market had 
been oversoid to such an extent that the 
receipts could not help the matter, they ad- 
vanced the price and began to squeeze. 
The buli movement is a joint one between a small 
clique of wealthy operators here and in Mil- 
wunkee. They have an almost unlimited capital, 
and seem determined to make good all the jossea 
they sustained during the spring ana carly sum- 
mer months, with more than compound interest 
added. Yesterday — ran up the price five or six 
cents, and called loudly for margins. These were 
in the main responded to, though in many instances 
settiements were made at current figures, so as ta 
close out the deais. Two or three small houses 
were caught napping, and were obiiged to sus 
pend. They, however, expect to arrange things 
in a day or two and goon as usual. It is the opin- 
ion of well-informed operators that the great bulk 
of the August deals are now protected, and that 
no very material advance over yesterday's prices 
ean be maintained.
